abound at the root of the vegetables and on 
wiuch they feed. Thu gentleman carefully ex 
amined one square foot of pasture, which had 
not been subjected to the searching powers of 
the crow, and withun the space, be found no 
fewer than 65 of the cut-worms, while in apo- 
ther square foot of the ground visited by the 
crows, the oumbers was only nine. This fact he 
adduces as evidence of the aulity of the crow, 
od the umpolicy of utterly extirpating the 
reed.

walls. Mr. Murphy's loss sa furniture and other 
valuables is heavy, the greater portion of the 


contents of the house bemg destroyed with it. 


Bat the heaviest individual sufferer is Mr 
( ooke, the enterprising Manager of the Circus 
His whole wardrobe and other stage property 
aud nearly the whole of his equestrian establisl- 
ment, among the most valuable in the cousiry, 
was involved in destruction with the building. 
Of fifty-two horses connected with this esta 
blishanent, it ss said that only five were rescued, 
the others, it supposed, were suffocated by the 
smoke and flame, before they had ume to raise 
their appalling cry of alarm 

As to the ormgin of the fire, it can only bea 
subject of comecture. There was an equestrian 
performance tn (he Circus, the previous evemang, 
which was concluded with the dramatic repre- 
Mazeppa, and the Wild Horse; 
and its net unlikely that the catastrophe was 
the accidental result of the large fires, winoh 
the extreme celd of the evening rendered peces- 
sary. The nuroerous lights which are required 
in all parts of the house, on the evenings of per- 
formance, may also have had some aceidental 
agency in shaping out this disaster.
